W o rke rs' Association , in a c o m m u n ic a ­ 
tion to th e New York Herald , in d icates 
t h a t th e wages of m in ers h av e been re ­ 
d u ced sin ce 1805 an a v e ra g e of 3 0 cen ts 
per ton , which is ju st abou t th e a m o u n t 
of t h e red u ction in d u ties m a d e by the 
Wilson law. 
Cu riou sly this red u ction 
in wages is thu s coin cid en t as to tim e 
an d a m o u n t with th e red u ction in t a r ­ 
iff.

no t kno w why. The o rigin o f the phrase 
“ baker’s do zen” is co mmo nly attrib- 
u tt*d to a cu sto m that prev ail'd amo ng 
British bakers in the days when sev ere 
penalties wi re inflicted u po n tradesmen 
who cheated their cu sto mers with sho rt 
wf iqht o r sho rt measu re. A do zen cakes 
o r ro lls o r lo av es might easily fall sho rt 


1 f the standard weight, so in o rder to 
gu ard themselv es against the risk o f in­ 
adv ertently incu rring the penalties o f 
the sho rt weight statu tes, witho u t go ing 
to the tro u ble o f w< iglmig ev erything 
they so ld, as a makeweight, to ev ery 
do zen cakes, o r ro lls, o r lo av es deliv er­ 
ed to a cu sto mer. This explanatio n is 
i » (satisfacto ry. 
It is disappo intingly 
pro saic, and it u tterly fails to acco u nt, 
lo r the fact that th o “ haki r ’s do zen” is 
.¿iso co mmo nly kno wn as t h e ‘‘dev il’s 
do zen. ” 
A better explanatio n is to bo fo u nd 
in a 1* e< nd that giv es the phrase an 
American o rigin. 
It is no t who lly de­ 
v o id o f pietu resiju o ness. 
It su ggests the 
reaso n why “ baker’s do zen” and “ dev 
i 1*h do zen” are syno nyms, and it carries 
rather a go o d mo ral with it. 
The sto ry is so mewhat as fo llo ws: In 
the middle o f the sev enteenth centu ry 
tin* mo st famo u s baker in the New 
Netherlands was Jan Pieterscn, who 
had co me to Fo rt Orange fro m Amster­ 
dam and was the first man in the new 
wo rld to make tho se flat, o blo ng, o rna­ 
mentally stamped, with caraway seed 
liberally besprinkled, crisp, to o thso me 
co o kies, familiar 111 the days befo re all 
the o ld Du tch cu sto ms sank into disu se 
u nder the name o f “ New Year’s cakes. ” 
I'n tersen was a ju st man, hu t his ju s­ 
tice was nev er tempered with liberality. 
With him a do zen was a do zen, neither 
mo re no r less; also a pennywo rth was 
wo rth a penny, and be parted with no 
pennywo rth o f bis sav e in co nsideratio n 
o f a penny had and receiv ed 
111 ex 
change. 
On the night o f Dec, ill, 1653, Jan 
Pieterso n sat 111 Ins sho p, well sto cked 
w ith New Year’s cakes pro v ided fo r the 
expected demand o f the mo rro w, when 
a little o ld wo man, bearing all the 
marks o f age and po v erty that in tho se 
days marked wo men o u t as witches, o n 
iercd, demanding a do zen New Year’s 
co o kies. Pieterscn carefu lly co u nted o u t 
] j cakes. 
“ Here are bu t 1*J. 
I want a 
do zen,” 
remo nstrated his 
cu sto mer. 
“ Twelv e is a do zen,” said Jan. 
“ On 
New Year’s ev e, between rich and po o r, 
18 is a do zu i,” shrilly insisted Ins 
qu eer cu sto mer. 
“ Giv e me Hi. ’’ 
Bu t 
Pieterscn wo u ld no t. 
He argu ed that 
no bo dy ev er heard the like; that at all 
times and o n all o ccasio ns a do zen was a 
do zen. Finally, finding argu ment o f no 
av ail against the 
beldame's persist­ 
ence, lie to ld her to go to “ der tu yfel” 
fo r the extra ro o ky. 
Pro bably the o ld 
wo man to o k his adv ice, fo r she left the 
sho p, and fro m that instant Pieterscn 
fo u nd himself pu rsu ed by so me su per­ 
natu ral and malev o lent pmv er. 
All bis 
New Year’s cakes tu rned stale and 
mo ldy befo re mo rning, he lo st his skill 
as a baker, all his do u gh was so light 
that it flew u p the chimney ot* so heav y 
that it fell thro u gh the o v en, his jo u r­ 
neymen ro bbed him, his wife dev elo ped 
a critical dispo sitio n and a to ngu e hu ng 


111 the middle, his children went wild, 
and his trade went elsewhere. Few men 
co u ld hav e fo u ght against su eli a co m­ 
binatio n o f misfo rtu nes, bu t Pio tersen 
had mo ney laid by, and Pietrrsen was 
the mo st o bstinate and phlegmatic o f 
Du tchmen. 
So he kept his sho p o pen 
tho u gh no bo dy came to bu y, and the 
scant, ill made and ill baked sto ck lie 
was able to pro v ide fo r it mo lded o u 
his hands. 
Du ring three years, o n each su cces­ 
siv e New Year's ev e, the o ld wo man 
reappehreel in .Ian Pio tersen’s melan­ 
cho ly sho p, demanding the thirteenth 
co o ky. Each time she was sent am w to 
the dev il, 
dan Pieterscn was 
110 fo o l. 
He co u ld see u s fu i into a millsto ne as 
any man in the New Netherlands. 
A1 
mo st fro m the first lie had been co n­ 
v inced o f tin* co nnectio n between his 
refu sal to co u nt 18 to the do zen and his 
misfo rtu nes. 
Bu t he wo u ld no t v io late 
his life creed: “ A do zen is a do zen. 
A 
man has do ne his who le du ty to ward 
(hid and to ward his neighbo r w hen he 
has kept strictly to the letter o f the 
law .” 
Bu t at last, when his sav ings 
were all go ne, he bro ke do w n and ap 
pealed to Ht. Nicho las to help him. 
In 
stau tly the v enerable gu ardian o f all 
go o d Ho llanders appeared. 
The saint 
sternly rebu ked the trembling baker to r 
the hard narro w ness and self righteo u s­ 
ness that had giv en the fo u l liend po w­ 
er o v e 1* him, admo nished him to be 
mo re carefu l in the fu tu re, and eo n 
elu ded by pro mising 
him o ne mo re 
chance to redeem himself. The saint de­ 
parted. lu walked the o ld wo man with 
her demand fo r the » xtra co o ky to make 
u ]i her do zeu . 
It was handed to her, 
and she v anished, crying: 
“ The spell 
is bro ken; 
fro m this time o n 18 is a 
do zen.” Jan Pieter» « 11 nev er fo rgo t his 
lesso n. 
Thro u gh a lo ng and pro spero u s 
career he always gav e 18 to the do/,« 11 
and ascribed hi» su ccess to that pra« - 
tire,

“ Ju st to sho w yo u ho w little things 
hav e affected wane o f my big u ndertak­ 
ings,” said the ex-bo o mer fro m Orego n, 
“ let in«* tell yo u ho w the po iso ning o f a 
do g was respo nsible fo r the who le his­ 
to ry o f a tras well in which I was o u co 
pretty heav ily interested. 
“ Abo u t the time we mo v ed 011 to the 
ranch near Drain, Or., my bo y Charles 
was v ery mu ch interested in chemistry 
and was dev o ting mo st o f his spare 
time to perfo rming a lo t o f experiments 
in an o ld bo o k which he had o n the su b­ 
ject. My wife became rather preju diced 
against his experiments after he had 
frightened Ham Ho ng, o u r Chinese co o k, 
into hysterics by appearing befo re him 
o ne dark night with pho spho ru s ru b­ 
bed o n his face and hands, and I also 
began to fear that he might do himself 
so me' inju ry after I fo u nd a plant fo r 
generating lau ghing gas at wo rk o n my 
library table o ne afterno o n.

If can 
he handled o nly by th« » mo st careful 
and experienced perso ns, and even then 
it is no t in a co nditio n to sho w its best 
qualify. Ripening 111 midsummer, when 
the no rthern markets art* cro wded with 
many well kuo wu fruits and no t being 
especially attractive to the ey« *, fresh 
figs wo uld at best gain favo r slo wly.
